May we all ſee our Signs, the Signs and To- 
kens 'of the preſent Time, that we may be the 
better prepared for any of thoſe Evils that may 
be coming upon this Earth, — And, whatever 
may be the ſues of dark Futurity with Reſpect 
to ourſelves, our Towns, Cities, and Families, 


or to our native Land in general, Lord awaken 


us all, and every one, to Care and Watchful- 
neſs, and a Senſe of preſent Duty, that, bein

Seat, if ſo be the Lord our God may 
yet hear us, and take Pity and Compaſſion

thee, the Lord our God, lay hold on thy 
Strength, and make our Peace with thee, that

We are all over, as an unclean Thing, And, 
it becomes us all, this Day, withont Excep- 
tion, to bemoan our wretched and finful _ 
to repent in Duſt and Aſhes, and to loath our- 
ſelves in our own Sight for all our Iniquities, 
and for all our Abominations. 

Thou, Lord, knoweſt, and we ourſelves 
cannot but ſee, and lament, the abounding” 
Iniquity of the preſent Age, and the viſible De- 
cay of Piety and Virtue in the midſt of us. — 
We are a finful Nation, a People laden with Ini- 
guity! and we have all of us contributed more 
or leſs, to heighten and increaſe the preſent 
Load of national Guik, We have been fooliſh 
and diſobedient, ſerving divers Luſts and Plea- 
ſures, and have followed too much the Coun- 
ſels and Imaginations of our own Hearts. We 
have walked after Vanity, and are become vain. 
We have ſought out many Inventions, and run 
into many Follies and Extravagancies, which 
our Forefathers and Anceſtors, in this Land, 
were Strangers to.— Ah! where is our antient 

Probity, 
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Probity, Purity, and Simplicity of Manners? 
Our commendable and wonted Zeal for God 
and Religion; for the Honour of public Wor- 
ſhip, and divine Inſtitutions? How 7s the Gold 
| become dim, and the fine Gold changed ! — We 
are here before thee in our Treſpaſſes: And, 
we cannot deny, we cannot defend, or excuſe 
any of our Crimes.—And, as the natural Con- 
ſequence of our growing Enormities, and pre- 
vailing Vices, we have too much Reaſon to fear 
the ſevereſt of thy Judgments; that Wrath and 
Indignation ſhould come upon us to the ut- 
moſt ;—and that thine Anger, O Lord, when 
once kindled, ſhould wax hot againſt us, un- 
til it have conſumed us. 

Thou haſt given us many mild, ſalutary and 
good Laws, for the Conduct and Regulation 
of our Lives; but we have hated Inſtruction, 
and caſt thy Words behind us, and have been

We have been ſummoned, once and again, 
to theſe publick Exerciſes of Faſting and Prayer; 
ut we have not yet mourned and lamented 
for: our Sins, as we ought to have done, neither” 
have we laid our Tranſgrefſions to Heart. 

All the Methods of Entreaty and Perſuaſion, 
of Loving-kindneſs, Mercy, and Forbearance, 


have 
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have hitherto been loſt upon us; or too little 
noticed and improved by us. And few, if any 
of us, have known, or conſidered, the time of 
our Viſitation, ſo as to be moved by thy Threat- 
enings, or allured by thy Benefits, or reform- 
ed by thy Word. 

And, Ah! how often have we lighted the 
ſeverer Rebukes of thy Providence ?--Thy Judg- 
ments, O Lord, have been made manifeſt, even, 
as the Light that goeth forth. We have ſeen, 
and heard, and felt them ; and we cannot but 
adore thy hand in all that has hitherto befal- 
len us. 

Thou haſt been calling upon us, by the re- 
peated Earthquakes which have been, and ſtill 
are in many Places, to think on our Ways, and 
to amend our Lives, leaſt a ſudden and irreſiſ- 
tible Deſtruction overwhelm us: but who a- 
mongſt us have hearkened to theſe Reproofs, 
or made the proper Uſe of them? | 
And, thou art ſtil] pleading and expoſtulat- 
ing with us. — The Rod of thine Anger and: 
Diſpleaſure now hangs over us: And, thou art 
calling, as in à ſolemn Day, thy Terrors round 
about : — But who amongſt us repenteth him 
of his Wickedneſs, ſaying, What I done? 
Every one turneth to his Courſe, as the Horſe 
ruſheth into the Battle, without any Conſide- 
ration, or Fear of approaching Danger? 


Many, O. Lord, are the Tokens of thy Diſ- 
pleaſure, and the Warnings which thou art 
now giving us.— Our Difficulties at home, and 
our Laſſes abroad; the Expences of War, and 

Fo reſtleſs and impla, | 
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cable Enemy, are what we cannot but notice 
and look upon at this Day, as ſenſible Marks 
of thy Diſpleaſure. — Thou haſt, once and 
again, blaſted our Hopes, and diſappointed our 
Arms, and our Councils; but we have been too 
inſenſible to the Hand of God in theſe things. 
We have dwelt carelefly, and lived ſecurely, in 
Pride, Wantonneſs, and Luxury, and have for- 
gotten God, our Maker, who hath done many 
great and wonderful things for us.—- We have 
truſted too much to an Arm of Fleſh, to our 
own Sword, our own Wiſdom, Power, and 
Might, and, even, faid in our Hearts, “ there 
is none befides us; there is no Nation greater 
* or mightier than we.” Our Hearts have de- 
parted from the Lord ; and, inſtead of making 
thee our Strength and Refuge, we have placed 
too great a Confidence in Man, and offered Sa- 
crifice to our own Vanity, by indulging to a 
Spirit of Pride, Arrogance, and Selt-ſufi- 
ciency. We have preſumed too much upon 
our own Strength, our own Stores, relied upon 
our Armaments and naval Forces, upon our 
military Skill, Conduct, and Valour.— But, 
Ah! how few are there who underſtand and 
ſeek God, and pay their Homage to the Lord 
of Hoſts? what little Reverence and Regard

have any of us paid to God and Providence? 


How many amongſt us ate ſettled upon their 
Lees, and live ſecurely in Eaſe and Plenty, but 
have not God in all their Thoughts? Nay, 
how many are there, at' this Day, who are 
ready to ſay, (even, _ they are W 
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thou recompence our Iniquity, a 
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the vileſt Abominations,) the Lord will not do 
Good, neither will he do Evil. 

Such, O Lord, 1s our preſent unhappy and 
deplorable State! And ſuch, at the ſame time, 
are the awful Signals of thine uplifted Hand, 
that our Hearts may well fail us for fear, and 
for looking after thoſe things which are coming

Thou haſt ſtricken, thou haſt ſmitten us, 
but we have not grieved ; we have refuſed to 
receive Correction.

ment for our wanton Abuſe of thy Mercies ? 
—And, ſince we have not ſerved thee, the 
Lord our God, in the Abundance of all things, 
how juſtly mighteſt thou call us to ſerve our 
Enemies, in Hunger, and Thirſt, and Naked- 
neſs, and in the Want of all things? Ah! how 
eaſily cou'dſt thou avenge thyſelf upon a ſinful 
Nation, and plead thine own Cauſe with a 
ſtubborn and rebellious People?

How ſoon 
cou'dit thou make our pleaſant Portion, a deſo- 
late Wilderneſs, and turn that long Day of 
Light and Liberty, that we have been favoured 
with, into a Day of Trouble and Diſtreſs, a Day 
of Clouds, and of thick Darkneſs? and, inſtead 
of bleſſing us, as thou haſt hitherto done, in 
| our 
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our Baſket and Store, in our Huſbandry and Mer- 
chandize, in the Fruits of the Field, and in all 
our Encreaſe, how ſoon, how eaſily cou'dſt 
thou turn a ruitful Land into Barrenneſs, cauſe 
our Cattle and our Subſtance to decreaſe, and 
give our Labour to the Caterpillar, and the 
Locuſt ? 
In how many awful and unknown Ways 
cou'dſt thou blaſt and deſtroy our Health, our 
Lives, our Fortunes, by bringing upon us ſickly 
and unkind Seaſons, — by a pining Famine, by 
the raging Peſtilence, by a furious Enemy, or 
by cutting off all the Reſources of our Wealth, 
both at home and abroad ? — And, that thou 
haſt not yet ſtruck all our Comforts dead, and 
brought upon us the ſevereſt Plagues, the hea- 
vieſt Judgments, is a Proof, O Lord, of thy 
ſparing Mercy, and of thy great Clemency for 
there are yet many Arrows in thy Quiver, and 
thou mighteſt yet puniſh us ſeven times more 
for our Iniquities. Who knows the Power of 
thine Anger? According to thy Fear, ſo is 
thy Wrath. 

It is owing, in particular, to thy great and

Cities, and our Houſes, are not laid waſte with- 
out Inhabitant, and the whole Kingdom utter- 
ly deſolate. — Bleſſed be thy Name, that the 
Sword is not deyouring Fleſh, nor drinking in 
Blood amongſt us; that poprſh Flamess are not 
rekindled, and the Inſtruments of Perſecution 
and Death let looſe upon us; that we are not 
harraſſed, and vexed, with the /yrannical and 
arbitrary Peawer of wicked and unrighteous 
Men ; but that we can fit every Man under his 
own Vine, and under his own Fig-trec, none 
making us afraid. 

But, ah! how long have we ſlighted and 
abuſed theſe thy Mercies? How often have we 
forfeited all our Privileges, both civil and reli- 
gious? Adored be thy Goodneſs, praiſed be 
thy Name, that we are yet ſpared, yet repriev- 
ed; that the Beſom of Deſtruction, the over- 
flowing Scourge, has not yet paſſed through 
our Land; and that thou, O Lord, art waiting 
to be gracious, and giving us Time, and Space 
to repent. : 

Thou, O Lord, art flow to Anger, and rich 
in Mercy. Thou haſt a tender Regard to all 
thine Offspring, and thou delighteſt not in the 
Death of Sinners. Pardon and forgive us, O 
merciful God, upon the gracious Terms of thy 
Goſpel. Avert, we beſeech thee, all thoſe 
Judgments which we have moſt righteouſly de- 
ſerved, and continue the Bleflings we yet enjoy, 
by leading us, and all the Inhabitants of this 

Land, 
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Land,to a timely Repentance and Reformation. 
— Ariſe, O Lord, for our Help: Save and de- 
liver us when we call upon thee. Turn us, O 
God, and we ſhall be turned. Save us, O 
Lord, and we ſhall be ſa ved. 

And, to this end, give us all a due Senſe of 
our Guilt and Danger. Preſerve us, we entreat 
thee, from a Slumber and Security in Sin and 
Vice. Give us not over to Blindneſs of Mind, 
to Hardneſs of Heart, or an incorragible Temper. 
May we no longer perſiſt in our Obſtinacy and 
Rebellion, or go on in the ſame perverſe and/ 
thoughtleſs manner that we have done, to pro- 
voke thine Anger and Jealouſy, and treaſure up 
Wrath againſt | the Day of Wrath. But help 
us all, in this our Day, to know, embrace, 
and purſue the things that belong to our Peace, 
before they are hid from our Eyes. 

And, fince thou, O Lord, after all that hath 
come upon us for our evil Decds, and for our 
Treſpaſſes, haſt hitherto puniſhed us leſs than 
our Iniquities have deſerved, may we no longer 
break thy Commandments. May we no longer
